New coup against Hornet

Hornet editor Dave Miller 
and the Campus Media Board 
have been “placed inactive’ 
in a reportedly illegal move by 
ASI President John Giannoni 

ASI Senate chair Jim 
Hollenback said during an ASI 
Student Senate meeting Tues- 
day that the letters of ter- 
mination by Giannoni to 
Miller and the Media Board 
representatives would ‘stand 
as is.’’ The ASI Student Senate 
has no power to overrule Gian 
noni's action, Hollenbach 
said 


‘The moves are illegal,” 
said Media Board member 
Hal Rubin of the CSUS Jour 
nalism Department. “Dis 
missing Miller and the Media 
Bourd was completely beyond 


his power as AST president 


The letter to Miller said 
that the Hornet editor-in-chief 
voted into the office legally bs 
the senute during u meeting 
lust September ib Was 

interim editor’ of the CSUS 
newspaper According = to 
Rubin and many others within 
the campus media, Giannoni s 
auction was ‘tlathy illegal 

The Senate minutes of that 
meeting stated that) It was 
VISC (motioned, seconded and 
confirmed) te aeprove Dave 
Miller as the Editor of the 
State Hornet. The vote wus 11 
0-4 in favor of Miller's ap 
pointment 

Giannont also wrote to Dee 
Schulz, Hornet business 
manager, asking her to take 
full control of all Hornet 
business and editorial ac- 
tivities. The letter stated

Due to reorganization of the 
Hornet, | am requesting you to 
assume full responsibility as 
operations director of the 
Hornet. 

] hope if you consent that 
the task force of senators and 
community people can come 
up with a workable program 
for our paper with 
meaningful guidelines

you accept. I hope that we can 
sit down and talk about the 
new direction the Hornet is to 
take

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Less field units for social work students

Graduate Social Work 
students will not be tuking as 
many field work units under 
new policy decided last 
Wednesday by the Social Work 
Curriculum Committee. This 
issue has been debated by 
students and faculty during 
the past few weeks 

The new policy will reduce 
the number of units from four 
to three in the first year of 
graduate work and from six to 
{ive in the second vear. The 
students feel that field work is 
the most important aspect of 
graduate truining and that a 
reduction is unnecessary 

The four - six unit policy 
will stay in effect for present 
second - year students. 


The sixteen - member com- 
mittee first voted on whether 
or not to retain the old four - six 
unit policy. The result was a 
tie of 8-8, splitting the faculty 
and student members of the 
committee on the issue. Chair 
Wanda Collins, who is also the 
Associate Dean of the School 
of Social Work, declared the 
tie a defeat, thus killing any 
chances for the larger field 
work un . policy to be adopted 
again. ‘There is no tie breaker

in this committee 

The new rule of athree- five 
unit field work policy passed 
With a 9-0-7 vote. the students 
making good their promise to 
abstain as au protest to a 
reduced field work policy. One 
student, however, voted with 
the faculty 

Faculty member Jean Sahs 
introduced the thre five 
policy as a way of opening up 
the students’ schedule for 
more elective clusses 

Chair Wanda Coliins who is 
Associate Dean of the School 
of Social Work, told the Hornet 
that originally students were 
bound by too many required 
classes. Even with fewer re- 
quired classes, she said, there 
is not enough flexibility to 
have the higher amount of 
fieldwork units. But students 
have protested the reduction 

“It's not up to students to 
determine policy. The faculty 
has the ultimate res- 
ponsibility. That's why we pay 
them.” Collins said. She 
added, ‘The students are here 
to persuade; they didn't per- 
suade the faculty to accept the 
four - six unit policy 

Collins said field work is 
important because if a student 
doesn't do well or fails 
fieldwork then that student 
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had done well ino academic 


classes No) faculty she 


said wants to) downplas 
fieldwork 


Since there is no executive 
committee to review this 
policy, it is binding. It was 
speculated by some students 
that since the associate dean is 
purt of the voting faculty, the 
administration of the school 
has its voice and power well 
implanted in an important 
committee 


The undergraduates have 
scored a victory in a matter 
brought up last week. Dean of 
the School of Social Work 
Jesse McClure and Collins 
have agreed to an Articles of 
Agreement where admissions 
policy for the graduate school 
will include a turget figure of 
25 per cent of admissions from 
CSUS 


Also, the target figure 
shall never be interpreted as 
a maximum figure’ Jus 
tification for any number less 
than 25 per cent would be 
previded in writing to the 
Social Work and Corrections

United Farm Workers submit 
an $80 advertisement for $25 
as part of the compromise 
But later, when it was con- 
firmed that improper ter- 
mination procedure had been 
used against Miller and the 
Media Board, Mazy released 
another statement, saying 
“Whether or not the 
procedures outlined in the 
constitution apply in this case 
depends on whether or not the 
position of editor of the State 
Hornet is an ‘appointed of- 
ficer’ of the ASCSUS within 
definitions of the constitution 
Only the Board of Justice can 


decide.” 
Mazy told the Hornet that 
Miller's next logical step 


would be to submit a com- 
plaint to the Board of Justice 
tc try to override Giannoni's 
action 


But Miller contacted the 
Center for the Rights of Cam- 
pus Journalists in Denver 
Colorado. The organization, 
serving the Hornet because of 
the paper's affiliation to the 
College Press Service (CPS), 
will send a telegram to Gian- 
noni asking him to justify his 
actions against Miller and the 
Media Board 


CSUS student 


dies on campus 


Eduardo Kirk of 2362 West 
Sonoma Ave. in Stockton, was 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Southern Memorial Hospital 
after suffering a heart attack 
last Tuesday night in the 
mens room of the CSUS 
Education Building's second 
floor according to campus 


police 
Kirk, 54, an elementary 
schoo! teacher in Stockton. 


was attending a night class 
taught by Ruth Hartley, as- 
sistant professor of education 
She said he just gave a presen- 
tation in her diagnosis and 
remediation class, dealing 
with reading problems 


A campus police report 
revealed that Prof. James 
Bradfield notified the campus 
police at 6: 40 p.m. that a man 
was down in the Education 
building with no pulse, 
gagging. Sgt. Jackson arrived 
two minutes later and sum- 
moned a fire rescue resus- 
citator and a Metro am- 


murdered elsewhere in 1973, 
however, four Gallo 
farmworkers have been killed 
on the job since you signed 
with the Teamsters — none 
died during the previous six 
years under UFW contract 
because worker committees 
see to it that safety rules are 
made and adhered to. 

© You have employed 
illegal aliens and children 
since your UFW contract ex- 
pired. 

@ The UF W does know fora 
fact that workers on your ran- 
ches have been exposed to 
dangerous levels of pesticides. 
One such incident, in which a 
woman was sprayed while 
hanging out her laundry, oc- 
curred only weeks after the 
UF W contract — withits strict 
provisions — expired. 

© Your $12,000 farmworker 
is a joke. The only way 
someone can get that kind of 
salary is to hold the highest 
paying jobs (such as tractor 
driver, foreman, or shop 
mechanic) and work all year

bulance. Officer Dave Howe 
arrived momentarily and as- 
sisted a student nurse with 
cardio pulmonary resus- 
citation (CPR) 

A CPR unit brought Kirk to 
Southern Memorial Hospital 
where he was pronounced 
dead He had a history of 
coronary problems, according 
to the hospital report 

‘He did a beautiful job on 
his presentation, Hartley 
said. ‘Afterwards he left the 
class. A lot of students had the 
flu and colds and often left 
class for awhile. But when Mr 
Kirk didn't return we looked 
for him 

“The class was shaken up 
because it was such a surprise 
and there was nothing we 
could do for him. He was a 
very nice man and probably a 
very fine teacher.’’ a 

Hartley said that Kirk was 
taking occasional courses to 
“enhance his skills and to keep 
up with the latest educational 
developments."

Campus wars waged over fees

(CPS) — From the cold 
marble halls of the United 
States Supreme Court to the 
frozen streets of Madison, 
Wisconsin, the continuing 
saga of whose hot little hands 
get to control student fees 
rages on. 

Should University of North 
Carolina students fork over 
funds to a liberal student 
paper that regularly bad- 
mouths Spiro Agnew and foes 
of abortion? Should Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin students help 
pay trial costs of a man ac- 
cused of bombing that school’s 
math building six years ago 
where a professor lost his life? 

Should students at the State 
University of New York at 
Buffalo pop for the financing 
of a student corporation like 
the Schussmeisters ski club? 

These are just some of the 
current campus battles being 
waged over mandatory 
student fees. The fees, usually 
included in or added to student 
tuition, run from $1 $50 
depending on the school, and 
go towards financing such 
things as athletic programs, 
student newspapers and 
student government 

The use and control of such 
funds has long been a hot cam- 
pus issue. At most schools, the 
student government has the 
last say as to which student 
groups receive how much 
Groups which receive the 
money are usually recognized 
campus organizations, but the 
process of dishing out the cash 
is fraught with problems 


Critics point out that 
student governments, 
whether liberal or conser- 


vative, are usually elected by 
small percentages of the 
student population § and 
therefore do not accurately 
reflect the wishes of the 
students as to where their 
money should go 


When a student 
government gives $700 to the 
local Trotskyite cabal to 


finance a semester worth of 
leaflets, students cf a 
somewhat conservative bent 
vnleash a howl. When liberal 
students, on the other hand, 
see their hard - earned tuition 
money going to a fraternity to 
pay for a beer bash, they send 
up a cry of protest 

When students of all 
ideological shades see student 
governments abusing their 
money by taking needless 
junkets or sometimes, by out- 
right stealing it, everyone 
vells 

The Daily Tar Heel, the 
student paper at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina which 
receives $22,000 in student 
funds, was recently let off the 
hook by the US Supreme Court 
when it refused to hear a case 
brought by several disgrun- 
tled students. The students 
said they didn't like their man 
datory fees supporting a paper 
whose views did not jibe with 
theirs 

The court's refusal left 
standing a district court ruling 
which said neither the paper 
nor the university ‘imposes or 
attempts to impose an or

The students. whose fees 
range from $7 to $9 out of a 
tuition of $453 per semester 
objected to the paper's line on 
such topics as Agnew, abor 
tion, Richard Nixon, Hubert 
Humphrey, busing and the 
death penalty. They argued 
that since they couldn't 
graduate unless their fees 
were paid, the newspaper 
policy resulted in state 
sanctioned opinion, a violation 
of their First Amendment

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Kenny Loggins began his 
Cinderella success story when 
Don Ellis, now head of Colum- 
bia's West Coast A&R 
Department, heard one of his 
demo tapes and immediately 
set about finding a suitable, 
sensitive producer 

Jim Messina, late of the 
country rock group Poco, 
accepted the assignment. The 
pairing seemed perfect. With 
Messina’s engineering 
background and impressive 
production credits, including 
the Buffalo Springfield's Last 
Time Around, he was ideally 
suited to produce Loggins’ 
brand of soft, seductive folk - 
rock 

Before long, Messina was 
singing and playing along. The 
result, Kenny Loggins with 
Jim Messina Sittin’ In, their 
debut album, showcased their 
beautiful vocal blend and an 
energetic, eclectic brand of 
rock and roll. The album went 
gold, then platinum (a million 
units sold) and gave Loggins’ 
music a hard rock edge and 
Messina’s a_ shifting, 
shimmering grace and gen- 
tility 

Their fifth release, Mother 
Lode, continued their solid 
gold status and spent the end 
of 1974 firmly ensconced in the 
Top Five. The record broke 
new ground in recording 
technology being completely 
recorded and mixed at Mes- 
sina’s Southern California 
ranch, the Mother Lode. The 
album, recorded by Kenny 
and Jim's long time friends at 
Haji Sound, reflected the 
smooth, melodic intimacy of 
at - home music making.

Ss ‘All The President's Men’ 


As both a producer and a 
director, Alan J. Pakula has 
been associated with several 
notable feature films. In 
partnership with director 
Robert Mulligan, and thenasa 
director himself his pictures 
include “To Kill a Moc- 
kingbird,”” ‘‘Love With the 
Proper Stranger,’’ ‘‘The 
Sterile Cuckoo,”’ ““Klute’’ and 
“The Parallax View.” 

Pakula has brought a sen 
sitive touch and an intellec 
tual’s awareness to his work 
which is strongly reflected in 


his newest film, ‘‘All The 
President's Men’’ for 
Wildwood Enterprises and 


Warner Bros 

Pakula’s interest in drama 
and film began during his 
college years at Yale 

“T went to Yale,’ he says, 
‘and majored in drama. I was 
interested in the theater and 
particularly in directing for 
the theater. This was before 
cinema courses were a *reat 
college thing. I came Gut to 
Los Angeles and becarae in 
volved with the Circle 
Theater, which was run by 
Jerry Epstein and Sydney 
Chaplin, Charlie Chaplin's 
son. That was about a vear 
before Charlie moved to 
Switzerland, so I was able to 
watch him direct some of the 
plays there 

“After some long and 
rather tedious years there, I 
wound up as an apprentice at 
MGM. In those days, there 
were still apprentice 
programs, few of which still 
exist today, unfortunately.” 

From the outset, Pakula 
never lost sight of his initial 
goal, which was to direct 
feature films 

“T still wanted to be a direc- 


tor,” he remembers, ‘‘and 
ironically the man I was wor- 
king for, Don Hartman, 


became head of production at 
Paramount a few months 
after I began at MGM. So at 
the age of 22, I found myself as 
assistant to the head of 
production at Paramount. I 
worked in the front office 


there for about six years, still 
waiting for a chance to direct. 

‘All this time I still felt the 
urge to direct, and when | took 
an option on a book called The 
Sterile Cuckoo, I decided it 
was really now or never. So I 





assigned myself the job. From 
there I did ‘Klute’ ‘Love and 
Pain and the Whole Damn 
Thing,” and ‘The Parallax 
View.” Ironically my present 
film, ‘All The President's 
Men,’ is the opposite of 
‘Parallax.’ Not only does the 
hero survive, but he forces out 
all of the truth. It is a version 
of society and the triumph of 
right over might that Is so op- 
timistic that one would not 
dare make it unless it were 
true. One of the giories in mak- 
ing this film was to be in touch 
with the kind of theme that one 
was raised believing in, but 
hasn't believed in for a long 
time 


“All The President’s Men” 
is characterized by fine in 
dividual actors Pakula 
relates his experiences in this 
area, giving insight to his 
directorial approach 


“IT don't like working with 
actors as puppets. I try to see 
where the actor's instincts 
lead him first. Very often he 
will go right toward what you 
want him to go toward, and 
because it comes out of him, it 
usually comes out best. I like 
rehearsals, too. I like to try 
different things before 
shooting. On this picture, the 
most important thing was the 
work, having the actors 
believe they were reporters 
This is a story of how reporters 
function. Thus they did resear- 
ch, and spent time at the 
Washington Post with 
Woodward and Bernstein
